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(b) entering security indicia, through the use of a computer program resident 
on a personal computer and without the use of a secure network, which allows access to the 
container containing a digital representation of money.

191 . (previously presented) The method for securely transferring electronic funds 
of claim 1, wherein a sender, who initiates the transmittal of the container containing a digital 
representation of money, chooses between noti^ng and not notifying a clearing bank upon 
transmittal of the digital rights management container. 

192. (previously presented) The method for securely transferring electronic funds 
of claim 1 , wherein the digital rights management container includes information related to the 
sender's bank account and a quantity of funds and does not include information related to the 
recipient's bank account 

193. (previously presented) The method for securely transferring electronic funds 
of claim 28, wherein the computer file is a single computer-readable file; and 

wherein the single computer-readable file includes information related to a 
sender's bank account, a quantity of funds to be transferred, a message from the sender to the 
recipient, e-mail addresses of the sender and the recipient and information regarding the sender- 
defined security attribute. 
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
